No matter what the country 
does in this Presidential election, 
Greenbelt still is a solidly blue, 
Democratic Party city according 
to unofficial election results for 
the four Greenbelt precincts. The 
number of Greenbelters who 
turned out this year exceeded the 
2000 turnout by about eight per- 
cent, although the percentage of 
registered voters voting appeared 
to have been less. John F. Kerry 
and John Edwards, Barbara 
Mikulski and Steny Hoyer each 
won their contests by a 4 to 1 
margin. In Greenbelt, county bal- 
lot questions H and I relating to 
adding at-large county council- 
members, editorially opposed by 
this paper, were disapproved, 


Tuesday’s election. 


Leila and Joseph Otterman said that their 


oldest son Michael called from Sweden to say that CNN’s in- 
ternational newscast showed the long line of voters at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. News Review staffer Marat Moore also 
ran into BBC’s World News Radio at Greenbelt Elementary 


shortly after voting began. 


Question H by nearly a 2 tol 
vote. 

While nationally a tight presi- 
dential race remained undecided 
Tuesday night, in Greenbelt Kerry 
handily won by 4,701 votes over 
George W. Bush, garnering 80 
percent of the Greenbelt votes 
cast. Kerry improved the margin 
of victory over that of Al Gore in 
2000 when he won in Greenbelt 
with 73 percent of the votes cast. 





Ralph Nader, who got almost 5 
percent of the votes in 2000 as a 
Green Party candidate obtained 
less than one percent (75 votes) 
this time as a Populist Party can- 
didate. The Green Party candi- 
date, David Cobb, received only 
20 votes in Greenbelt this year. 
Senator Mikulski won reelec- 
tion to her fourth term in Mary-

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Voters Talk about Issues 
That Affected their Votes

Heavy turnout and long waits 
didn’t deter Greenbelters deter- 
mined to vote their convictions 
in Tuesday’s national elections. 
At Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) voters waited up 
to three hours to cast their touch- 
screen ballots, while more than 
100 early risers lined up outside 
Greenbelt Elementary School be- 
fore the doors opened at 7 a.m. 

Interviews with voters as they 
left the polls throughout the day 
in several local precincts show 
that most consider the election 
critically important to the coun- 
try, even though they may hold 
Opposing views on the presiden- 
tial candidates. 

“This election is important. It 


could determine the next four 
years of my life,” said Steven 
Scruggs, who cast his vote at 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School. “With all the chaos go- 
ing on right now, having the 
right leader will make a differ- 
ence. I think we should never 
have targeted Iraq. The other is- 
sues I’m concerned about are 
health care and taxes as they af- 
fect the middle class.” 

Outside the Community Cen- 
ter Shawn Higgins described 
herself as a conservative who 
voted for President Bush. 
“When you’re in a war, you 
don’t change course,” said

Lorraine Nuzzo 

Former Greenbelter Lorraine 
Elizabeth Nuzzo, 82, of Kenosha, 
Wisc., died Wednesday, October 
27, 2004, in the Woodstock 
Health and Rehabilitation Center 
in Kenosha. 

Born February 28, 1922 in 
Connelsville, Pa., she was the 
only child of Leo and Olive Hill 
Mullen. The Mullens were 
Greenbelt pioneers; they were the 
13th family to move _ into 
Greenbelt. Mrs. Nuzzo attended 
schools in Greenbelt and was a 
1942 graduate of Greenbelt High 
School. 

She met her late husband, Al, 
through a friend. It was 1942 
and they were boating at 
Greenbelt Lake. They had a day 
full of fun and laughter, some- 
times rocking the boat although 
neither could swim. He was in 
the U.S. Army. 

Then, from 1943 to 1945, she 
served in the U.S. Navy Waves as 
a Seaman First Class. 

When Mr. Nuzzo was dis- 
charged they became engaged 
and in August, 1946 Lorraine 
Mullen and Albert J. Nuzzo were 
married in nearby Holy Redeemer 
Catholic Church. They went to 
live in her husband’s home in Jer- 
sey City. 

In 1947 Greenbelt Police Chief 
George Panagoulis invited her 
husband to apply for a job in the 
department, saying, “Lorraine’s fa- 
ther wants her back here.” 

They returned to Greenbelt 
and lived the rest of their lives 
together in the 12 court of Ridge 
Road where they raised their two 
sons. 

Mrs. Nuzzo was a member of 
St. Hugh’s Catholic Church par- 
ish. She was an avid volunteer 
at her children’s school (St. 
Hugh’s). Later, when the boys 
were grown, she worked part time 
at the Greenbelt Convenience 








neighbors. 

Her husband preceded her in 
death in 1998. Earlier that year 
the News Review published an ad 
written by their younger son, A.J., 
in the form of “a love letter to 
my wonderful parents.” The let- 
ter told of the ups and downs of 
his life but mostly how much he 
loved them both. He wrote, “I 
remember how happy I was to see 
you, Mother, serve us hot dogs at 
lunch on Thursdays at St. Hugh’s. 
I was sure not to be out of line 
that day.” 

“T want to thank you, Mother, 
for your hard work ethic. You 
got us fed, the clothes washed 
and the house cleaned. By 
today’s standards, Mother, Bill 
Gates couldn’t afford you.” 

He thanked them both for 
coming to all his ball games. “I 
wouldn’t trade any of our time 
together for the world,” he said. 
“The way I turned out is a direct 
reflection on the great job you 
did raising me. I love and re- 
spect you both very much!” 

After her husband’s death and 
54 years of living in Greenbelt, 
Mrs. Nuzzo moved to Kenosha to 
live with her son and family. 
While there she attended church 
with them at First United Method- 
ist Church. 

She is survived by sons Rob- 
ert Alan Nuzzo and his wife 
Kathleen of Kenosha and Albert 
John Nuzzo, Jr. and his wife 
Patricia of Upper Marlboro; four 
grandchildren and four great- 
grandchildren.

Last Sunday an 
elusive breeze primed 
a rain of sun-shot 
yellow leaves in 
Greenbelt.

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students Absorb 
Parking Increase 


by Bay Woods 


The price of student parking 
permits in Prince George’s 
County’s high schools recently 
quadrupled when the price of a 
permit went up from five to 20 
dollars. The city has monitored 
the areas adjacent to Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School as part of 
a traffic study and has noticed 
no “spill over” parking, accord- 
ing to City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin. Area residents 
were concerned that students 
would park on neighborhood 
streets rather than pay the in- 
creased fee. 

The county school board was 
responsible for the increased 
price of student parking. Officer 
John Rodgers, Eleanor Roose- 
velt’s school resource officer, 
noted that when the school board 
made the decision the schools 
had no say. 

Rodgers said that the school 
had installed “No Parking” signs 
on the Roosevelt side of 
Hanover Parkway. He said that 
the school has seen virtually no 
decrease in the rates of student 
parking as a result of the price 
increase and concluded that stu- 
dents have not been seeking al- 
ternative parking areas. 

McLaughlin’s assessment of 
the city’s ongoing traffic study 
in the area also arrives at the 
conclusion that the price of stu- 
dent parking at Roosevelt has 
not significantly affected parking 
patterns in the surrounding areas.

Higgins, who was accompanied 
by her 14-year-old daughter. 
“Even if you don’t agree with 
what George Bush is doing at 
least he’s taken a clear direction.” 

Osman Longa, who also voted 
at the Community Center, said 
that he was most concerned about 
the “moral activities” of the coun- 
try, including gay marriage and 
abortion. “We need a safe har- 
bor’ on those issues, he said. 

Tawana Raney, another Center 
voter, said, “Every election is im- 
portant. I haven’t missed one 
since 1980. It’s the only way to 
let your voice be heard.” 

She said she was happy to see 
the big turnout. “I hope it in- 
Spires people to participate in 
state and local elections which 
are even more important than na- 
tional elections. We need change. 
It’s important for the war and even 
more so for the economy.’ 

First-time voter Enid Grempler 
made her first trip to Greenbelt 
Elementary School in the morning 
but weary children prompted her 
to take them home and return af- 
ter lunch. 

“T don’t classify myself as a 
Democrat but I’m really con- 
cerned about some issues,” she 
said. “The deal-breakers for me 
are education and abortion, to 
keep it legal. Al Sharpton’s 
speech at the Democratic Conven- 
tion about the four girls who were 
killed years ago in Birmingham 
had an impact on me. I love 
this country and care where it’s 
headed for the next four years.” 

For Colby Storck, who also 
voted at Greenbelt Elementary, 
her goal was to defeat John Kerry. 
“The rights of the unborn are 
very important to me,” she said. 

Jennifer Cooper decided to 
spend her first election experience 
volunteering as a poll watcher, 
gathering reports of voting prob- 
lems at ERHS. “I have 13 com- 
plaints,” said Cooper, 21 at about 
4 p.m.

Another new voter, Chris Coram, 
said he was voting because “Iraq 
needs to come to an end and the 
troops need to come home.” 

Joyce Thompson, who accom- 
panied Coram from the polls, said 
that as a former member of the 
armed services, “I’m tired of 
young people dying in Iraq for 
reasons that are unclear.

land and won Greenbelt by a mar- 
gin of 5,275 votes over her Re- 
publican challenger, E. J. 
Pipkin. With 84.5 percent of the 
votes cast, her victory margin was 
slightly better than Senator Paul 
Sarbanes margin in 2000. Green 
Party candidate Maria Allwine 
got 142 votes from this city. 

Fifth District Congessmember 
Steny H. Hoyer, who was re- 
elected in his district, also won 
handily in Greenbelt by a margin 
of 5,121 votes over former 
Berwyn Heights Mayor Brad 
Jewitt. Hoyer’s margin of victory 
in Greenbelt was slightly less 
than in 2000, however, even 
though he received 600 more 
votes than in that election. 
Greenbelter Bob Auerbach, run- 
ning on the Green Party ticket for 
this office received 308 votes (4.2 
percent). 

Ballot Questions 

Greenbelt voted on the 10 
county ballot questions in the 
same way as did county voters. 
Question H, which would add two 
at-large members to the Prince 
George’s County Council, failed 
in Greenbelt by 4,294 votes 
against to 2,376 in favor. Also 
losing in Greenbelt was Question 
I, but by a smaller margin, 3,304 
votes against to 2,982 for. Ques- 
tion I would make at-large mem- 
bers of the county council non- 
voting members, if Question H 
was approved. Greenbelters 
strongly felt that if there are to be 
at-large councilmembers, the coun- 
cil should retain its present 
method of selecting its own chair 
instead of having the highest at- 
large vote getter automatically be- 
come chair. Question F won in

Greenbelt with 76 percent of the 
votes cast. Greenbelters also feel 
that term-limited councilmembers 
elected by district should not 
have the opportunity to run for 
an at-large seat and supported 
Question G by almost a 4 to 1 
margin. 

All five county bond issue 
ballot questions won handily in 
Greenbelt and in the county. In 
Greenbelt, the most popular bond 
issue was for Library bonds 
which won by a margin of 89 
percent. The least popular was 
for county buildings. That still 
received 73 percent of the votes. 

Question J, which would limit 
temporary and part-time employ- 
ees to 1,800 hours a year won in 
Greenbelt by the smallest margin 
of any issue, 3,591 in favor to 
2,834 against. 

Precinct Votes 

The greatest number of votes 
cast was in precinct 21-13, 
Greenbelt East with 3,016. 
Springhill Lake (21-8) cast the 
fewest with 1,216. Greenbelt 
North End was the least Demo- 
cratic of the precincts with Bush/ 
Cheney getting 30 percent of the 
votes there. The Democrat's 
strongest precinct was 21-8, 
Springhill Lake, where 90 percent 
of the votes were cast for Kerry/ 
Edwards. 

Based on unofficial registration 
figures through August, the turn- 
out for all of Greenbelt was 70 
percent as compared to 81 percent 
in 2000. However, new proce- 
dures for removing voters from the 
list may have increased voter reg- 
istration figures by not removing 
persons no longer voting.

awarded to the California Land- 
scape and Design, Inc., for design 
and construction. Another con- 
tract for $13,770 went to Bradley 
Site Design, Inc., for grading, pav- 
ing, sediment and erosion control, 
draining, landscaping, site fur- 
nishing, fencing, walls and walk- 
ways including all plans required 
for permits (excluding construc- 
tion) for the skateboard park. 

This project received extensive 
review and discussion by both the 
council and citizens before reach- 
ing this final stage. 

Theater Renovation 

The city is now ready to move 
ahead on the second phase of 
renovation of the Greenbelt theater

The total cost of this phase is 
estimated at $550,000 and in- 
cludes design services, bid docu- 
ments, construction cost estimates 
and construction administration. 
The city projects that the renova- 
tion can be completed by October 
2005.

OPPORTUNITY 
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Metroland Decision Appealed 


By Developer, Planning Bd.

Metro Land Developers, LLC 
and the Prince George’s Planning 
Board have filed writs of certiorari 
with the Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals (the supreme court of the 
state) asking reconsideration of the 
decisions by the Maryland Court 
of Special Appeals overturning a 
circuit court decision and county 
approvals for the conceptual site 
plan and preliminary plan of sub- 
division for the proposed 
Metroland development. This 
project is to be to be built at the 
Greenbelt Metro station site and 
upon the A. H. Smith property, the 
adjacent land to the south. 

Although the Court of Appeals 
decision was handed down some 
time ago, the court mandate was 
not issued until September 29. 
The parties to the court cases had 
30 days from that date to appeal. 
The writs were filed on October 
14 and the city, which was not 
required to respond, did in fact 
file a response on October 28. 

In its decision the Court of 
Special Appeals had found that 
special provisions of the county’s 
zoning ordinance for the approval 
of Metro Planned Communities 
required a finding by the county 
that road improvements necessary 
to meet adequacy of public facili- 
ties be planned and funded before 
a conceptual site plan can be ap- 
proved because the word “shall,” 
which was used, 1s defined as 
mandatory. There had not been a 
finding of roads for this project 
being funded in any capital im- 
provements program. 

According to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the Prince George’s District 
Council (the county council when 
acting on zoning matters) had 
approved a plan that failed to 
meet its own criteria for approval. 
On this basis the court reversed 
that action. 

The county had argued that, as 
had been done in other concep- 
tual site plan approvals, the fund- 
ing of such needed capital im- 
provements could take place as 
the development was phased in. 

Because a conceptual site plan 
must first be approved before the 
Prince George’s Planning Board 
(of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission) 
can approve a preliminary plan of 
subdivision and because the court 
had struck down the site plan ap- 
proval, the court overturned the 
preliminary plan approval as well, 
without considering other argu- 
ments put forth about the way 
that plan had been approved. 

Errors 

In its writ, the Planning Board 
contended that the Court of Spe- 
cial Appeals had erred in its inter- 
pretation of the meaning of the 
governing section — requiring 
necessary capital improvements to 
be planned and funded for Metro 
Planned Communities. The board 
contended also that the effect of 
this decision upon the approval 
process for conceptual site plans 
would be cataclysmic and cause 
the court to be inundated with 
other cases. 

Metro Land argued that the 
court should have deferred to the 
expertise of the Planning Board 
or District Council instead of 
reaching its own decision and 
had erred in interpreting the gov- 
erning section of the zoning code 
that requires necessary capital im- 
provements. 

M. Andree Green and George 
R.H. Johnson are the Planning 


Board’s attorneys and Norman D. 
Rivera and Laurence N. Taub rep- 
resent Metro Land. Steven M. 
Gilbert represents the County 
Council. 

Response 

In his response for the city, 
City Solicitor Robert A. Manzi 
first opposed the writs on some 
technical grounds. He contended 
that the Prince George’s Planning 
Board was not a party in the case 
that could file a writ because the 
approval of the conceptual site 
plan was by the District Council 
and not the Planning Board and 
that the Court of Special Appeals 
had reached its decision based 
upon that approval. 

Manzi also contended that 
Metro Land should have filed two 
writs, one for the case involving 
the conceptual site plan and one 
for the case involving approval of 
the preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion because, although the court 
had considered the two cases to- 
gether, they had never been com- 
bined into one case. 

Manzi also responded to argu- 
ments made in the writs. He 
noted that other zoning ordinance 
provisions for the approval of 
conceptual site plans did not ap- 
ply in this instance because there 
was specific and special language 
relating to the approval of Metro 
Planned Communities and that 
the court had not erred in its in- 
terpretation of the clear meaning 
of the governing section of the 
zoning ordinance. He also con- 
tended that the court’s decision 
was based upon interpretation of 
law and not an imposition of the 
court upon the expertise of the 
county in deciding the issues of 
the matter. 

Since there is only one area 
within the county that qualifies 
for development under the provi- 
sions for Metro Planned Commu- 
nities and since it was a provi- 
sion of that section of law that 
was in question, Manzi argued 
that the case has no far-reaching 
implications. Manzi further ar- 
gued that because the language of 
the section is clear, there is no 
need for the court to look at leg- 
islative intent, as might be the 
case if there were ambiguity. 

The next step is for a three- 
member panel of the Court of Ap- 
peals to consider the writs of cer- 
tiorari and to determine if the 
cases were matters that should be 
heard by the full court. That de- 
cision could take from 15 days to 
three months to be reached, 
Manzi said.
